a MERICA’S plea to G erm any’s charge th at this 
* * country has attacked It la “N ot guilty”. The 
U nited S ta te ! ha* not attacked anyone. It w asn’t in 
a position to attack anyone. Like Germ any, it hap­ 
pened to becom e involved a t some distance from 
Its own shore, b ut unlike G erm any it happened to 
be there In the In terests of its own defense. The 
G erm an lie Ie m asterfu l under a regime that has 
m ade a science of prevarication, but the facts of 
m ilitary strength at the outbreak of the war show 
which nation planned to do the attacking In this 
w ar. 
In som e ways it is unfortunate that the United 
S tates cannot accept Germany’s false charge as 
true. It would be almost a privilege to he able to 
say in behalf of tho United States, "Yes, this coun­ 
try did attack Germany because Germany had re­ 
verted coldly and deliberately to force as an in*tru- 
ment of national policy and had to bo forced back 
into line.

Their prediction took into account that moi* fly­ 
ing would he done in the course of days thai* for­ 
merly had been done in month*; that the planes 
flown would be faster and more difficult to handle; 
that many of the pilots would be fledglings; that 
even a thorough training program was no substi­ 
tute for experience. 
It is evident to every new>paper reader that the 
prediction Is coming true with a vengeance. Acci­ 
dents to army and navy planes have been reported 
with such frequency that It usually has been diffi­ 
cult to remember which one came last. Not only 
the factor* that 
were foreseen have contributed 
heavily to the accident toll, hut also the unreckoned 
factors of weather and suspected salmtage. 
The same thing was reported from Germany when 
It was preparing its air force. Undoubtedly it hap­ 
pened, also, in Russia ami Great Britain, in fact, 
it wouldn't be surprising if the most reliable in­ 
formation obtainable about aeronautical progress In 
the United States might be the accident toll.

t ^OR three y ears Josep h Stalin has observed a 
moratorium on the shooting of generals. Rut 
still the turnover of the high command has con­ 
tinued confusingly rap id. 
After the Finnish em barrassm ent veteran Defense 
Commissar Kliment Voroshilov (and an old friend 
of Stalin) was removed and given the nice-sounding 
title of chairm an of the defense committee. In his 
p lace came hulking, p easant-born Semeon 
Timo­ 
shenko, who shook up the army . 
Soon afte r the G erm an invasion of Russia Stalin 
ap p arently took over some of Timoshenko’s p ower 
when h© ordered Voroshilov to tak© charge of th© 
northern front in the west. Timoshenko the central 
front and Budy enny the southern front. 
As Tim oshenko’s arm ies were being thrown back 
in the Moscow region a few day s ago Stalin again 
drop p ed a heavy hand, removed Timoshenko and 
p laced a y ounger m an from outside the m nk s of 
marshal in command of the entire w estern zone, 
Gen. Gregory Zhukov. 
Zhukov, who is 46, only became a general last 
y ear. He has a long record as a Bolshevik fighter, 
was a red-hot revolutionist back in the day s of the 
y oung Soviet Rep ublic. 
iit was in the fig hting in Outer .Mo ng o lia iu 1 9 3 S 
that he wo n the serio us attentio n o f the Russian 
hig h co mmand.

As­ 
sured of its efficiency during elec­ 
tion periods in reaching a great 
number of people, why not use it 
in its idle time for a smoke-elimi- 
nation campaign? 
Calling in the precinct commit­ 
teemen.

Just as they 
did for election rallies, but the 
subject would be smoke-abatement, 
not politics. 
Speakers Use Charts 
Now, with the use of colored 
charts, speakers explain to citi­ 
zens how proper methods of se­ 
lecting coal and firing a 'furnace 
not only can save 40 percent on 
the coal bill, but eliminate 75 per­ 
cent of the smoke.
